New York, Sept. IO.—John Mitch 
ell. former president of the United 
Mine Workers of America and ©ne’ 
of the most widely 
knowyn 
labor 
leaders in the United States, died 
at 5 o’clock last afternoon at the 
Postgraduate hospital. 
Mitchell was only 40 years old. 
Although he underwent 
an opera­ 
tion ten days ago for the removal 
of gall stones, his 
condition had 
been reported as entirely satisfac­ 
tory and his death was wholly un 
expected by his friends. 
With Mitchell when he died wert 
his wife. his 
son 
and 
daughter. 
Gov. Smith, who had called to in 
quire about his condition, arrived 
only a few minutes after he had 
breathed his last. 
Since 1915 Mitchell 
had been 
chairman of the New 
York 
Stare 
Industrial Commission. 
He als*, 
served as 
president 
of the Stat* 
Food Commission, Chairman of tin 
Federal Food Board, 
president oi 
the New 
York 
State 
Council o 
Farms and Markets and as a mein 
ber of the Federal 
Milk 
Commis 
sion for the Eastern States. Whip 
his office was in New York, his 
home was in Mount Vernon. 
Mitchell was born in Braidwood. 
TIL. February 4. 1870. 
Ai the agr 
of ll years he began w’ork in the 
coal mines, obtaining his odin a 
lion by studying at night. He soon 
developed an interest 
in 
lab© 
problems and a deep sympathy foi 
workers in lite coal mines. 
Feeling that some time he would 
become a champion of the labor­ 
ing man’s cause, he began the 
study of law. but soon gave it up 
to perfect his knowledge of ego 
nomics and labor questions. 
In 1885 he joined the Knight 
of Labor, subsequent^ 
traveling 
extensively through the West in 
the combined interest of mining 
developments and labor. 
In 1891 
he married Katherine O’Rourke ol 
Springfield, 111., and shortly after 
this was appointed secretary of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
becoming president of this organi 
zation in 1899 and serving with- 
I out interruption until 1908. 
He relinquished this office to 
accept an appointment as chair 
man of the Trade Agreement De­ 
partment of the 
National 
Civic 
Federation, serving in this office 
until 1911, when he decided to ex 
pound the cause of labor from the 
lecture platform, which occupied 
his attention until 1913. 
His affiliation with the Amen 
can Federation of Labor began 
1898 with an appointment as fourth 
vice president of the 
national 
body. 
He became second 
vice 
president in 1900 and continued 
in this office until 1914.
